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Murder at the White House _ 


mid a rash of violence on the grounds sur 
rounding the White House, A homeless man has 
ioW died as a result of wounds inflicted upon him 
by park police. The President and First Lady should be 
secure in the White House.from both planned and random 
acts of violence Nonetheless. the shooting and sub- 
sequent death of Marcelino Corniel is troubling 
Television accounts of the incident graphically depicted 
an obviously troubled man brandishing a knife, and sur- 
rounded by police officers with guns drawn While park 
officers are authorized to use deadly force if their lives or 
the ‘lives of others are in danger. this incident did not call 
for the fatal shooting of the man, who was visibly standing 
Still at the time he was shol, and did not lunge at or attempt 
to attack the officers 
Park police have ned to justify the shooting by saying 
that Corniel failed to drop the weapon upon ther com 


mand. While the victim should have dropped the weapon 
upon police instructions, his failure to do so may have 
been due to the fact that the hunting knife was reportédly 
taped to his arm. Anyway, Corniel was known to the park 
police. probably could have been “talked” out of the 
incident, and might still be alive today, but for one “trigger 
happy" officer's actions 

The White House grounds, and especially Lafayette 
Park, where this incident occurred, have long been a 
symbol of freedom of speech and protest. And, as the park 
police know, the park has also become a gathering place 
for homeless and disturbed persons. While their duty is to 
protect the President and,the White House, the park 
police also need tq be able to distinguish between knives 
and assault weapons, and to become more sensitive to 
the preservation of human life 


The Governor’s judicial appointments 


uring the last half of 1994. three seats on the 
Cleveland Municipal Court became vacant. as a 
result of the death of Judge Charles W. Flem- 
ing. the resignation of Judge Carl B. Stokes to become 
the U.S. Ambassador to the Seychelles and the election 
of Judge Shirley Strickland Saffold to the Cuyahoga 
County Court of Common Pleas 
All three of these exemplary Black jurists were 
replaced on the municipal court bench by respected 
and well-qualified successors, who were appointed by 
Ohio Governor George Voinovieh 
When he served as mayor of the City of Cleveland 
Governor Voinovich was well aware of the changing 
demographics, and the fact that Blacks comprised a 
majority of the population of the urban center. In addi- 
tion, we are sure that he knew first hand about the rising 
percentage of Black defendants who are brougtttanty 


into the Justice Center in downtown Cleveland for 
booking and arraignment 

The Governor should be commended for his historic 
selection of three qualified Blacks to fill the vacant séats 
on the municipal court bench. This has never been 
done before by a governor in the history of the state 
His selections of Craig Cobb, Bobette Ousley and Larry 
Smith are examples of his sensitivity to the issue of the 
disproportionate number of Black defendants facing an 
equally disproportionate number of judges who are not 
Black 

The governor has done his part. Now, we hope that 
potential judicial candidates will do their part to insure 
that Blacks retain these important seats on this court 
{In this, a municipal court election yean a tew selfish 
candidates could cause the community to lose these 
judgeships, and that would be a disgrace 


The GOP Agenda 


hen the voters of Ohio went to the polls in 
Wiese they decided_-- for the first time 

in @ quarter-century -- to place all the power 
of the state government in the hands of Republican 
officeholders. Now, the chief of those officeholders -- 
Governor George Voinovich; Senate President Stanley 
Aronoft, and Speaker of the House Jo Ann Davidson - 
have begun to tell the voters what they will do with that 
power. 

They have agreed on an agenda which includes 
welfare reform as a high priority. Although they have 
not said what the shape of that reform will be, itis clear 
that it will focus on increased work requirements and 
possibly the setting of restrictions on the time period on 
which recipients can receive welfare 

They have also said that the schools do need assis+ 
lance — but assistance for what are, in many cases 
their crumbling physical plants, The GOP will propose 
a $1 billion, 10-year program to fund the upgrading of 
the state's school buildings 

In the area of crime, the GOP has said that \t would 
push for a number of very specific proposals, including 
reducing the age al which a juvenile can be tried as an 
adult to 14, creating a mandatory life sentence for 
three-time offenders; increasing sentences for serious 
offenders; and make it easier to carry out the death 
penalty by reducing the length of appeals 

The message they have sent is a mixed one. Their 
focus on the crime issue will certainly satisfy those 

_vgters who View violent crime as the number one issue 
in the state fut it is clear that their effort to increase 
penalties will lengthen sentences at a time when the 
penal systems already operating al about 180 percent 
of capacity. Ohio's prisons are the most crowded, and 
among the most understaffed, in the nation. That has 
been, in part, the reason for the dangerous environ- 
ment in the prisons -- an environment which led to the 


Easter, 1993 riot at Lucasville, Simply raising penalties 
will only make the prisons more dangerous places to 
be, as they warehouse more and more offenders 
without adequate resources to house them 

At the same time, Black legislators have expressed 
concern that the "get-tough" strategy does not address 
the causes of crime, including joblessness and poverty. 
Al jeast under Republican president Bush there was a 
recognition that crime prevention was an important part 
of criminal justice -- a view which resulted in the crea- 
tion of the “weed and seed” program. There is no such 
vision expres$ed in the GOP's program 

lt is clear that the GOP's agenda reflects an insen- 
sitivity to the views of the poor about the problems 
confronting the state. Welfare must be slashed, the 
GOP tells us; however, it has not spelled out how it will 
slash welfare spending in the face of an environment 


in which well-paying jobs for low-skilled workers are 


declining -- and unemployment, now running at 4 per- 
cent in Ohio, is at a level which was once considered 
average, but is now considered the lowest acceptable 
level in order to keep infiation low, 

The GOP is also looking to eliminate the General 
Assistance program, a step which was taken in 
Michigan and is being contemplated in New York, The 
program's benefits are not extravagant -- only $100 per 
month, for a period of’six months out of the year. But 
it seems that even this penunious amount is too much 
for some leaders to accept. 

With all the power the Republican leadership has it 
its command -- with a 56-43 edge in the House of 
Representatives and a 20-13 advantage in the Senate, 
itis virtually assured of passing anything the leadership 
devises -- we can only hope that the Republicans will 
look closely at its agenda, in order to do what it 
promised the volers -- represent all the citizens of the 
stale, and not just the Republican majority 


The next mayor 


s 1995 begins, the focus on the minds of a number 
of Columbus political observers ts the upcoming 
ayor's race 

Mayor Greg Lashutka, serving his first term after being 
elected in 1991, has clearly represented a change from 
his predecessor, “Buck” Rinehart, Lashutka’s more laid- 
back style contrasts with the frenetic pace that Rinehart 
kept 

And now. a number of candidates -- including Colum 
bus school board member Bill Moss -- may be looking at 
a run against the mayor Moss has already said that he 
is interested in the position, and is planning on mounting 
a bid. But other names are also being tossed about 

To some Democrats. Mayor Lashutka looks un- 
beatable. But, as Moss properly argues, anybody in 
politics can be beaten at any time 

What is most important. however. is that the upcoming 
campaign serve as a voter referendum on what the 
citizens belleve the next mayor should be doing 

We believe that the next mayor -- whether Lashutka. 
Moés, or some other candidate -- must first get a handle 
on the problems facing the safety department 

Those problems are of long standing; the questions 
regarding the hiring of unqualified police officers, for ex- 
ample, extends back even to the Rinehart administration, 
we have been told 

And the concerns regarding the treatment of Black 
police officers extends far back into the mists of history, 
and remains an open wound on Columbus city govern- 
ment. We hope that the next mayor will attempt to address 
the issues of fairness and quality in the operation of the 
safety department, for the benefit of all Columbusites 

We believe that the next mayor will have lo make 
neighborhood ‘revitalization a critical component of his 
administration, We don't believe that there is a contradic- 


‘ 


tion between downtown development and the strengthen- 
ing of neighborhoods: a city like Columbus needs both 

At the same time. we.believe that the strengthening of 
inner-city neighborhoods should have the highest priority 
inthe city. After all, itis out of these distressed neighbor- 
hoods that many of the pathologies that have bedeviled 
city officials -- the rising crime rate; an increase in drug- 
related offenses, including murders, and the dangerous 
problem of Black-on-Black crime — have bee focused 

If the city does not spend greater time, energy and 
precious dollars to rebuild our neighborhoods, the results 
of that inattention will likely spill over and harm our efforts 
to build up our downtown neighborhoods. 

We also believe that the next mayor must have a vision 
of a great city that extends beyond the bricks and mortar 
of new arenas and the false glitter of professional sports 
leams, These amenities are nice, and they would likely 
provide some benefit to the city overall 

But it is quite likely that the focus of scarce resources 
on chasing these illusive dreams will keep us from ac- 
complishing things which can be done -- including 
Strengthening those distressed neighborhoods, and seek- 
ing to. expand economic development activities within the 
inner-city, 

That will come from a vision of a great city that reflects 
diversity and widespréad economic viability as the 
measure of greatness. Columbus can certainly be "major- 
league" in meeting the needs of all its citizens without 
having @ sports team in the NBA, the NFL, or either 
baseball leaque 

Over the next 10 months. we will be focusing often on 
the mayor's race. We will undoubtedly see a number of 
potential challengers arise lo consider a run-tor the chair. 
We hope they ail will look carefully at why they are running, 
and help focus attention on the critical issues facing the 
city of Colurnbus

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People to watch in 1995 


if there has ever been a year for 
people watching, it is 1995. 

The election of 1994 created a 
host of new characters in the political 
arena -- and a whole new set of 
power relationships which will, them- 
selves, be worth watching in the up- 
coming year. 

Nationally, the Republicans 
regained control of the the House of 
Represenlatives for the first time in 
40 years -- and, coupled with control 
of the Senate, will set the legislative 
agenda for the next two years, Helping in that regard 
was the election of the second Black Republican in the 
Congress, J.C. Watts of Oklahoma, 

And, in Ohio, the GOP will control EVERYTHING -- 
the House; the Senate; the governor's chair, the 
Supreme Court, and all the statewide elected of- 
ficeholders, There has been‘no more complete one- 
party G@P control since the 1960s. 

Some of the people who will be watchable in 1995: 

GEORGE VOINOVICH. That's obvious. He was 
the engine for the biggest Republican steamrolier in 
Ohio since the 1960s. Despite his “aw, shucks” 
demeanor, the rumors do not die that he has his eye 
on his party's presidential ticket in 1996. But already, 
there are some nagging questions about the second 
term: for example, Voinovich's decision to fire Inspec- 
tor General David Sturtz -- who aggressively inves- 
tigated the problems in the EEO office and the 
allegations of wrongdoing in Commerce -- received 
bad reviews from newspapers across Ohio 

KEN BLACKWELL. The former city council mem- 
ber from Cincinnati has now reached a mountaintop 
unseen by any Black in Ohio's history -- the State 
Treasurer's post. He is bright, articulate -- and conser- 
vative. And he is one of the highest-ranking Black 
Republicans in the nation. He protests that he has no 
ambitions but to serve asthe State Treasurer, but those 
who have observed his skills and capabilities -- and 
marvelled at his political savvy -- say he protests too 
much. But he faces a challenge within the Republican 
ranks: to ensure that Republican control does not 
mean a powerful shift to the right on issues affecting 
Black Ohioans -- and to do that in a way that keeps his 
conservative credentials, and his future political 
viability, intact 

JANET HOWARD. If you're not from Cincinnati, you 
might not know who she is, But she is the Black woman 
who defeated the hand-picked successor of longtime 
Senator William F. Bowen, Cincinnati city council mem- 
ber Tyrone Yates, by a comfortable margin to become 
the first Black Republican to serve in the Ohio General 
ASsembly since 1972 -- and the first Black Republican 
senator ever. -Howard already has a high-profile ap- 
pointment as the vice-chair of the Senate's humags

MICHAEL WHITE. The mayor of Cleveland enters 
a critical year. He has already been bloodied by a 
bruising fight with Cleveland police officers over his 
selection -- and, nine months later, the departure -- of 
police chief Patrick Oliver. He has also been in wars 
with the city council, But White, despite his problems, 
has to be one of the most high-profile Democratic 
officials in the state. And with his huge campaign fund, 
and his strong political instincts, White is likely to be a 
key player in any effort to revitalize the Ohio 
Democratic Party -- if he chooses to assume such a 
role. 

BEDO AND THE CONGRESSIONAL BLACK 
CAUCUS. Both nationally and in Ohio, Black legis- 
lators are a minority in a minority. The Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio will assume a much different role 
in the upcoming general assembly: rather than being 
a part of the ruling coalition, they become the voice of 
the liberal opposition. State Rep, Otto Beatty, the 
house minority whip, has already called for meetings 
with JoAnn Davidson, the new Speakér of the House, 
regarding issues of concern to BEDO. The question 
remains: how loudly will BEDO speak on issues affect- 
ing Black Ohioans, and how much will it be heard? 

The same questions are facing the Congressional 
Black Caucus. Although nominally non-partisan, all 
but two of the caucus 40 voting members are 
Democrats; they have pledged to be "pit bulls" fighting 
against the onslaught of the Republican agenda, but 
mie will be facing a difficult fight. 

TTO BEATTY The Columbus state repre- 
sentative will be the minority whip -- the first time in 
years that a Columbus legislator was such a key part 
of the Democratic party leadership. Beatty has as- 
sumed the point on the effort to meet with House 
Speaker JoAnn Davidson; when he was chair of the 
House Health and Retirement Committee, he was 
praised by the GOP for his fair and evenhanded ad- 
ministration of the committee.

Mall offers $25,000 to keep Black fans out

TAMPA, FLA. -- Bethune-Cook- 
man College beat Florida A&M 27- 
24 in this year's Florida Classic 
football game in Tampa. out that 
wasn't the only score Tampa offi- 
cials were keeping during the 
Thanksgiving weekend 

Merchants -were happy that the 
nearly 38,000 African Americans at- 
tending the game were in the 
Stadium -- and not in a nearby malt 

You read that nght 

A year ago. ugly cnes of racism 
broke out when merchants of the 
Tampa Bay Center shut off es 
calators and elevators after the 
football game ended in the early 
evening 

The Bethune-Cookman versus 
Flonda A&M game is one of the 
most important of the year on the 
Biack college football schedule 

After last years game 
thousands of football fans, virtually 
all of them African American 
walked or drove to the mall for some 
post-game shopping. But the mer- 
chants, fearing what some called 
the wrong type of Crowd." quickly 
beefed up security. Some. even 
closed their several 
early 

That caused a major furor 

This year there was no con 
troversy, because organizers of the 
game accepted what amounted to 
a payoff 
The kickoff, which was at 1:30 
m., last year, was switched to 5 
m_. after the mall made a $25,000 
donation to the game's organizers 
The switch meant the mall was 
preparing to close as the game 
ended around 8:30 p.m 

Officials for the mall haven't 
commented about last year’s inci- 
dent except to say that they had no 
control over what time stores 
closed. They Say an elevator 
jammed because of a malfunction 
and that other elevators were shut 
down to keep them from becoming 
overtoaded because of the huge 
crowd F 

The Tampa Tribséne reported that 
mail officials courGn't be reached for 
comment aboyf this year's game 

Hiram Green, executive director 
of the Florida Classic Association, 
said the evening kickoff allowed for 
more pre-game activities -- inchud- 
ing time for fans to shop.

This wasn't the first time the. mall 
has tned to keep the game's fans 
out. In 1989 and: 1990,.the start was 
pushed back from 1:30 to 7 p.m 
and Tampa Bay Center paid the 
$40,000 stadium rent 

Florida A&M.and Bethune-Cook- 
man have continued to play their 
annual season-ending. game in 
Tampa despite shoddy treatment by 
merchants. During its heyday, in the 
early 1980s, the game attract 
crowds of nearly 50,000 with many 
traveling from around Florida 

According to estimates by local 
officials, the fans pump some $6 
million into the local economy 
Hotels for miles around are filled as 
the fans spend heavily on food 
lodging, liquor and entertainment 
However, fans have complained 
that hotels gouged them on prices 
and that matds were instructed to 
remove ice buckets, clock radios 
and extra towels before African 
American fans began arnving 

Several Black journalists attend- 
ng the game over the years have 
confirmed those reports 

Despite that, the schools keep 
scheduling the game for Tampa 
despite overtures from the city of 
Orlando; which has a stadium seat- 
ng more than 70.000 

This year, the two schools were 
expected to split profits of about

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New detection method for 
cancer drugs developed 


A highly sensitive detection 
method for cancer drugs and en- 
vironmental toxins has been 
developed by Drs. Vilhelm Bohr 
and Nicholas J. Rampino at the Na- 
tidnal Institute on Aging’s Gerontol- 
ogy Research Center. The findings 
are reported in the November 8 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences 

The scientists developed a vexy 
sensitive assay that allows them to 
measure specific activities on a 

* DNA strand where toxic damage 
can occur. These activities are af- 
fected by various enzymes (called 
ploymerases and exonucleases) 
which could be blocked by the 
chemotherapy drug cisplatin 
Cisplatin is used to treat ovarian 
cancer, but is very toxic and difficult 
to tolerate for many patients 
Failure to tolerate the drug is often 
accompanied by an acquired resis- 
tance to the drug. Previous assays 
have used a fairly high-dosage of 
cisplatin in order to achieve verifi- 
able results. The sensitivity of this 
new assay may enable researchers 
to better understand the 
mechanisms by which cisplatin acts

tolerance and lower toxicity of the 
drug 

The investigators sought to find 
out which mechanisms of DNA 


damage and repair were respon- , 


sible for making cisplatin toxic to 
tumor cells at doses that normal 
cells could tolerate. The methods 
developed here. should ‘be ap- 


plicable to a broad variety of- 


chemotherapy drugs and environ- 
mental toxins ° 

Drs. Bohr and* Rampino 
developed their assay by introduc- 
ing cisplatin to ovarian cancer cells 
ina laboratory dish and examining 
the effects of the drug on DNA 
repair activity. DNA is often. called 
"the building block of life" and its 
structural integrity is crucial for the 
development of healthy new cells 
When the structure of DNA is al- 
tered, lesions or deletions may 
occur that’can lead to tumors and 
other harmful side effects, including 
age associated diseases. The body 
has its own repair mechanisms for 
removing Jesions, but sometimes 
repairs are not effective or may 


even introduce new "errors" into the 
DNA. The drug cisplatin apparently 
works by forming DNA lesions that 
Significantly distort the structure of 
the DNA double helix and by doing 
so, enhances the effect of the drug 
on.tumor cells 

Additionally, Drs. Bohr and Ram- 
pino were measuring the DNA 


«repair process in relation to: cell 


cycle timing. Dr. Bohr says that “this 
timing is very important to the aging 
process, where a-defect in timing 
alters cell aging. An. understandirig 
of the principles involved in the 
regulation of the timing is central to 
our understanding. of the aging 
process," A better understanding of 
this .progess could lead to better 
therapies for age associated dis- 
eases, Such as cancer, and hope- 
fully, less toxic drugs for treatment

kept alive by church council 


In. an average month about 30 
new clergy move into the central 
Ohio Metropolitan area. Twice that 
many may move in during a typical 
June or July. 

Most new clergy are in touch with 
the Metropolitan Area Church 
Council within the first few weeks. 
They are applying for the Clergy 
Identification Badge, an identifica- 
tion tool that gets them into local 
hospitals, with the added benefit of 
free hospital parking. 

That contact also puts new cler- 
gy on the MACC mailing list, giving 
them access to the Church Leaders 
Packet. The CLP reaches nearly 
2,000 persons each month with 
news of activities and programs in 
area Churches and organizations. 

Starting in November, new cler- 
gy also received a welcoming 
phone call from the Rev. Burton 
Cantrell in the MACC office. The call 
is a word of welcome and_an offer 
to answer questions or share ideas. 

These are just a few of the many 
ways MACC works behind the 
scenes to assist clergy and chur- 
ches in ‘their vital ministries in 
central Ohio, 

MACC also"provides education- 
al opportunities, including an an- 
nual seminar for new clergy. This 
year_also-Has seen programs on 
ministry to older adults, the tragedy 
of Alzheimer's disease, problems of 
youth violence, a program on unin- 
tended pregnancy, and a seminar 
On_racism. A racial unity worship 
service is held five times a gar. 


MACC also co-sponsored with.the. 
League of Women Voters a telecon- 
ference on health care. 

Another major annual program is 
the Living Faith Awards Breakfast, 
which salutes outstanding lay 
Christians each May. MACC also 
reaches out to other faiths and to 
secular groups by providing repre- 
sentation and support. 

One thing that makés this level 
of activity special is the fact that 
MACC nearly died in 1993, Church 
contributions were down nearly 
everywhere, and many denomina- 
tions and congregations had to cut 
back in missions areas. MACC was 
forced to cut over $25,000 from its 


budget! Some suggested the or- 
ganization might fold 

Thanks to the work of a number 
of dedicated individuals and deter- 
mined denominational leaders 
MACC did not fold. It renewed itsetf, 
added new leadership in several 
areas, and. went on serving the 
churches of central Ohio. Now, a° 
year later, the future looks bright 
The financial struggle remains 
serious, howeyer, and the MACC 
mission must be restricted accord- 
ingly. f ; 

One board member said, "Sel- 
dom has a dedicated group done so 
much with so little. MACC is an- 
ticipating a great future,”

Are annuities 
for you?

If you'd like to obtain a future source of 
income that is tax-deferred until you decide 
to withdraw it, consider annuities 

Unlike life insurance, with which itis some- 
times confused, an annuity pays off while 
you're still living. In fact, an annuity is simply 
a contract between you and an insurance 
company in which you pay a sum of money 
and, in return, receive regular payments, 
either for life or for a stated period of time 

One of the few investment vehicles that 
survived the 1986 Tax Reform Act relatively 
unscathed, this tax-deferred instrument en- 
Joys all the benefits of a non-deductible IRA 
without its $2,000 cap on annual contribu- 
tions. Because the money you earn or your 
principal is not taxed until you begin collecting 
payments, your money grows faster com- 
pared with other investments offering current 
taxable income, thanks to the magic of tax- 
deferred compounding. 

While annuities are good investments at 
any age, they are ideally suited to people who 
are middle-aged; -in- a--relatively-high--tax 
bracket and anticipating retirement in the next 
10 to 20 years. The obvious advantage for 
people who fit this profile is that»they can 
purchase annuities while they are still in a 
high tax bracket, and choose’to receive.their 
payments at retirement, when their taxable 
income may possibly be lower 

Anote of caution, however. If you draw 
money from a deferred annuity before age 59 
1/2, there is a 10 percent IRS tax penalty on 
the earnings. In addition, most sellers of an- 
nuities impose a charge for early withdrawal 
Therefore, purchasers should have endugh 
liquid investments to ensute they will not 
need to withdraw funds prematurely from the 
annuity, People have long used annuities as 
an ideal-supplement to their retirement in- 
come from Social Security, company pension 
plans, IRAs or Keoghs. They also are suited 
to other long-term savings objectives, such 
as saving for college tuition or just accumulat- 
ing tax-deferred returns on extra cash 

Annuities are extremely flexible and can 
be tailored to your needs. Following are some 
of the options available to you: 

* You can choose to pay the premium ina 
lump sum (Single-premium annuity) or over 
as many years as you wish (flexible-payment 
annuity). The advantage of the single- 
premium is that the initial deposit of $5,000 
or more accrues more earnings immediately. 
The flexible annuity allows for investment of 
smaller amounts ($25 to $100). However, you 
don't accumulate earnings as fast using this 
approach 

* You can invest your money either in a 
fixed rate or a variable annuity, Fixed an- 
nuities allow you to lock in a rate of return 
guaranteed for a specified number of years, 
Avariable annuity allows you to pick the type 
of securities in which yeur money is invested 


(i@., stock, bond_or money market funds), 


thus offering you the potential for a higher 
return (as well as more risk). Your return 
varies, depending on the portiolio's perfor- 
mance. Hence the name variable annuity. 

* You can choose from a range of payment 
plans when you decide to receive your an- 
nuity income. You can receive it in the form of 
alump sum, regular monthly payments, or as 
lifetime income for you and your spouse. Your 
annuity income will be based on the amount 
you've contributed, your age, the length of 
time your money has been compounding, 
and the rate of return on the portfolio. 

You may want to consult your financial 
advisor to determine whether annuities rep- 
resent a viable way to help you reach your

Murder of gay, lesbian and bisexual Americans steadily on the rise 


Men and women across the na- 
tion afe dying. They're dying be- 
cause they're gay, lesbian and 
bisexual, They aren't succumbing 
to AIDS or to some other disease 
They're dying of hatred and of in- 
tolerance 

The epidemic sweeping this na- 
tion is one of hate crime; violence 
directed towards gay, lesbian and 
bisexual individuals, Gay, lesbian 
and bisexual Americans are dying 


in record numbers, as they fell prey 
to a wave of violence and murder. 
Most recently three gay men 
have been murdered in Mississippi 
Itis abundantly clear thal this is not 
an isolated incident. In Texas, for 
example, there-have been six to 
nine abduction/homicides of gay 
men, In North and South Carolina, 
there have been five apparently 
anti-gay homicides, In New York 
and New Jersey, five gay men have 
been murdered/dismembered.. In 


Nebraska, Brandon Teena was the 
victim of an anti-lesbian rape and 
murder. The list goes on. 

Ohio has not escaped the na- 
tional increase in violence directed 
towards gay, lesbian and bisexual 
Americans. Here in Columbus, 
there have been three documented 
anti-gay murders in the last two 
years, Two of theses were found in 
their apartments, one brutally muti- 
lated. In addition to this, the reports 
compiled by the Stonewall Union 


Anti-Violence Project show that 
biased crimes in general; against 
gays, lesbians, and bisexuals have 
gone up 27 percent 

A national study has recently 
been completed, compiling infor-

Some disturb- 
ing trends have emerged as a 
result, Less than half of those in the 
study has been "cleared" (meaning 
a perpetrator identified).

Every Day'in America, 14 
children are killed by gunsy In 
1992, one in four victims of violent 
crimewas a juvenile aged 12 to 17 
Men aged 14 to 24 commit more 
than one halt of the nation’s mur- 
ders. Black male teenagers (aged 
12 through .19) are more likely 
be violent cnme victims than any 
other group ple an 
average annu@l rate of 113 vic- 
timizations, per 1000 residents, or 
almost one in. nine black 
teenagers. From 1986 to 1991, the 
homicide rate among youths aged 
14 to 17 leaped to 68%. Youths 
aged 12 to 17 are five times likely 
to be crime victims than adults 
older than 35. an abysed or 
neglected child is 53% more likely 
to be arrested as a juvenile, 385 
more likely as an adult; and 385 
more likely to be arrested for a 
violent crime. « 

These statistics are startling, 
Violence has become a hot-button 
Je: America’s young people are 
being killed in record numbers.

The.seg- 
ment examines how @eat the 
Streets attempts to clear the many 
obstacles faced by unskilled young 
people with criminal records. Clif- 
ford, a 23 year-old former drug 
dealer who was one of BTS's early 
graduates is also profiled in the 
segment. Clifford now attends col- 
lege and runs his own legal ser- 
viees—business --a testament to

Nearly 3,000 studies have 
found a connection between 
television violence and real 
“violence. In "Does TV Kill?," 
FRONTLINE correspondent Al 
Austin journeys through what is 
known about television violence 
and its affect on people's lives. 
Using surveillance cameras inthe 
homes of several families in Hud- 
son, New York, the site of the first 
study, to link TV viewing and ag- 
gressive behavior, Austin weighs 
what-he observes about TV's ef- 
fect on people against what the 
experts have found, Following 
three third graders, their families 
and some of the now-grown sub- 
jects of that pioneer study, the 
“program uncovers some unex- 
‘pected answers to questions 
about the impact of television.

The collaboration of- 
fers/ different voices and produc- 
tion styles, revealing different 
facéts of this critical national con- 
cern through stories told by 
producers from communities that 
range from the streets of Boston 
to Pine Ridge Indian Reservation, 
Those profiled include a Seattle 
mother whose son was sexually 
assaulted and a Chicago dactor 
who single-handedly created an 
international war relief organiza-
